Warsaw, Dec. 20 (A.P.) —

Indianapolis, Dec. 20—(A.P.)— 
Final action on the legislative 
program of the Municipal League 
of Indiana for the 1931 Indiana 
General Assembly is expected 
January 3 when the legislative 
committee of the league meets to 
make its last inspection of the 
bills already prepared. 


Included in the program are 


several proposals affecting muni- 
cipal utilities, and another bill 
which would shift the greater 
part of the $25 fee for liquor 
:harge convictions to the city, 
courts rather than to the prose- 
cutor. 


.Members of the committee said 


privately .after its recent meeting 
;hat they believed the entire pro- 
gram would be adopted. They de- 
sired not to take that action at 
;hat time however,' lest it appear 
that-the program was being 
pushed too-rapidly, they said. 


Under one measure, cities 


would be allowed to purchase 
utilities by issuing bonds when it 
acquires plants by condemnation 
proceedings as well, as by agree- 
nent. Another ' would compel 
holding companies outside the 
state to make their records avail- 
able to the public service com- 
mission. 
v» 
One of the mostf significant of 


the measures under discussion is 
the proposal that the .right"of 
municipalities to control 
their 


own utilities without jurisdiction 
by the public service commission 
; established.

Miss Martha Peters Gives 


Final Report of Her Three 


Months' Work. 


INSPECTED OVER TWO 


THOUSAND CHILDREN 


Great, Amount of 
Health 


Work Yet to Be Done in 


County, She Says. 


Miss Martha Peters, Red Cross 


itinerant public health nurse, 
who has been working in Rush 
county for the 
past 
three 


months, has completed her work 
here and has submitted a report 
of her nursing activities. Miss 
Peters began her work here Sep- 
tember 15 and left Saturday, she 
being scheduled to start her 
work in Union county January 
1. Her final report of her work in 
Rush county is as follows: 


"Although the report herein 


submitted indicates1 numerous 
activities during the past three 
months, it is by no means an in- 
dex of achievement as statistics 
alone are not an indication of 
things accomplished. The valua- 
tion of the work of the public 
health nurse should be based not 
upon quantity, but. upon the 
quality of her service and the 
results obtained. 


"While considerable territory 


was 
covered, 
inasmuch 
as 


schools were visited in every 
township, in addition to a limit- 
ed number of homes, and large 
numbers of individuals were 
reached through group service 
in the schools, in 'classes and 
other groups, yet we. have scar- 
cely laid a foundation for the 
surface has been only scratched 
inasmuch as it has be"eh possible 
to spread ourselves rather thinly 
over a large area in a limited 
time. 


"The inspection of 1281 school 


children reveals that 1040 have 
remedial defects of varying de- 
gree and the need for correction, 
if the liability to handicap is to 
be prevented later in life. De- 
fects found weer a's follows: 


-Eyes, 553; teeth, 518; nose 


and throat, 501; glandular de- 
fects, 74; skin, 35; hearing, 19; 
orthopedic defects, 3; 10% or 
more underweight, 741.

123 children had defects cor- 


rected. These, were as follows: 
Teeth, 62; eyes, 27; nose and 
throat, 21; skin, 5; hearing, 2; 
under treatment, 12. 43 visits 
were made to schools, of which 
19 were revisits. 30 parent con- 
sultations were held at school 
arid office. Service to or in be- 
half of individuals was as fol-

TWO WOMEN ALONE 


IN BANK AT TIME 


Three Bandits Also Partici- 


pate in Robbery at Denver, 


Near Rochester. 


Daleville,-Ind., Dec. 20—(AJ.) 


Two men held up the Commer- 
cial bank at Daleville at 2:45 
Friday afternoon escaped with 
approximately $700 after tying 
up Mrs. J. M. Barnard; wife of 
the cashier and Miss Margaret 
Good, bookkeeper. 


The men entered the bank 


shortly after .2:30 p. m. and 
without warning drew revolvers 
and ordered the women to raise 
their hands, 
parently had 
take- advantage of the absence 
of the cashier', who left the bank 
a few minutes before. 


The robbers 
helped them- 


selves to'money in the cages and 
what was in the cash drawers 
but did not take time to search 
the vault. They worked hur- 
riedly, the robbery consuming 
only a few minutes. 
One of the bandits was de- 


scribed as being heavy set and 
short, the other as tall, with a 
mustache. A Daleville woman 
said she saw the two men, sup- 
posedly the two robbers, drive 
out of town 'in a blue Buick se- 
dan about 3 o'clock in the direc- 
tion of Anderson.

MEASURE ASKS FULL 


TIME HEALTH OFFICER

Indianapolis, Dec. 20 (A.P.)— 


The state board of health will 
make another effort in the 1931 
legislature to bring about the 
passage of a bill providing for 
the establishment of full time 
county health officers. Similar 
bills have failed of a majority in 
previous sessions of the assem- 
bly. 


The bill which has been drawn 


up' under the direction of Dr. 
William F. King, secretary of the 
state board of health would en- 
able the county health council in 
any county to be appointed, and,\ 
this action to follow a petition of 
10 per cent of the freeholders. In. 
cities of 50,000 or more the peti- 
tion must be signed by 15 per 
cent or more freeholders. 


The council would be com- 


posed of five members, all of 
whom would be .physicians and • 
the board would be non-parti- 
san. The council would appoint 
the county health commissioner - 
at a salary of not to exceed $5r- ". 
000 per year.

introduced in the 1927 session of 
the legislature, is being fostered 
by industrial, civic, recreational 
and governmental agencies in 
all parts of the state, according 
to Dr. King. The 1927 bill, which 
was passed with an amendment 
exempting streams which emp- 
tied intoXake Michigan was de- 
clared unconstitutional.

AN UNSOLVED PROBLEM 


It is a gpod many months now since the hor- 


rible fire in -the Ohio Penitentiary which took 320 
lives. Likewise those other prison disturbances 
' have receded into the background, and the pub- 
lic's attention, focused on prison problems by 
those tragedies, has. already .gassed on to other 
matters. 


Nevertheless, now is a good time to remind our- 


selves that our prison problem is just as pressing 
as it was when those outbreaks were happening; 
and a resolution adopted by the recent session of 
the American Prison Congress—broadcast in a 
bulletin by the Society of Penal Information— 
contains spme material that ought to be widely 
read and discussed. 


After pointing out that mpst prison riots are 


not "riots" at all, but are merely the desperate 
efforts of a very small group of men to break 
loose to freedom, the resolution gpes pn tp discuss 
the causes of prison troubles. 


"Over-crowding in prisons,'1 it say, "is a direct 


result of public indifference and its consequent 
parsimony. Prison housing has not kept pace 
with the rapid increase in prison population. The 
old badly-ventilated, unsanitary vault-like cells, 
well described as 'human filing cabinets,' have 


been bulging with two or three prisoners in a 
space unfit for one human being." 


Then it discusses the effecf of severe legisla- 


tibn: 


"Excessively severe sentences in some jurisdic- 


tions, and unwise restrictions as to rewards for 
good conduct and earned release, have further 
aggravated the difficulties of prison administra- 
tion. Loss of hope has, in many states, been the 
first evident results of unwise laws that hamper 
prison administrators and parole boards. Without 
hope of release, the major incentive to good con- 
duct and reformation is lost." 


The resolution then points put that the idle- 


ness under which most convicts live is a big 
factor in creating discontent and unrest, and 
asserts that vocational training and educational 
programs are absolutely essential elements in any 
modem penal program. It adds, furthermore, 
that a prison, more than any other institution, 
demands a strong spiritual and moral program, 
remarking that -the neglect of this phase of 
prison life cannot be condoned." 


It is evident, then, that our prison problem 


needs a great deal of attention. If we do not 
attend to it, we shall have a recurrence of those 
outbreaks that were so distressing a short time 
ago.

Samuel Bigger was the sev- 


enth governor of Indiana. He 
was'born on a farm iii Warren 
county, Ohio, March 20, 1802. 
Being pf a delicate constitution 
his father decided to equip .him 
for a professional career, as the 
hardships of a farm were beyond 
his fragile build, so when he 
had completed -the common 
school studies, he was sent to 
college at Athens, where he 
graduated with high honors. 


He studied law and .later 


moved to Liberty, Ind., whpre'he 
began the "practice of law and 
soon after moved to Rushville, 
Ind., and became active in poli- 
tics. While here he lived in a 
house -on the hill" not far from 
Moore's greenhouse, which was 
standing near a large locust tree 
on the east side of .George street 
—extended south. In 1834 Mr. 
Bigger was -elected to the state 
legislature from Rush county 
and re-elected in 1835. On Sept. 
19, 1833 he purchased lot 44, 
Rushville from Conrad Sailors, 
agt., and other pieces of proper- 
ty from John Wolfe and Huston 
Morris, ^as shown in book E, of 
the Recorder's Records of Rush 
county. 


In 1836 he was chosen as judge 


in this judicial court—a position 
he held until 1840, when elected 
governor. During his incum- 
bency as governor, the state .was 
practically bankrupt. This was 
not his fault, as the admiiiistra- 
tioif of Gov. Wallace, had ap- 
proved "Internal Improvement" 
laws, that made possible such 
conditions, and he lacked the 
qualifications, to devise or sug- 
gest such legislation as might 
have saved the credit of the 
state an dthis led to repudatipn 
of the Wabash Canal bonds. 


With George H. Dunn, he com- 


piled the statue law of the state, 
which wa sapproved by the Leg- 
islature of '1842. Bigger was, not 
of the showy kind being a plain 
and careful speaker and pf the 
judicial type of mind. He was a 
great musician, a good bass 
singer, (he taught Sam Ypmig), 
and 
an 
accomplished violin 


player. In 1343, he was defeated 
for re-election, by James Whit- 
comb and shortly .after moved to 
Fort Wayne, where h.e died Sept. 
9, 1846. and was buried theer. 


In this connection I cannot 


refrain from interrupting the 
story of our Governors to write 
of a man, I feel safe in saying 
was a brother of Gpvernpr Big- 
ger, Finley Bigger, so well remem 
bered in. Rush county. While the 
biographers, who have given us, 
our knowledge of him intimately 
but you may read the story and 
then guess for yourselves. 


Hon: Finley Bigger was born 


near Lebanon, Ohio, in Warren 
county, Sept. 9, 1807. He was the 
son of Hon. John Bigger, a- na- 
tive of Maryland, born in 1770, 
moved from there in 1798 tp 
Pennsylvania, then to Ohio', lo- 
cating in what afterward', be- 
came Warren county. There he 
was elected tp the legislature

prejudice. He was strongly at- 
tached to family arid' friends 
and'never held, ripir Resented an 
injury. He was a 'friend of Tom 
Cprwin once Governor pf Ohio, 
and of Henry Clay, TJ. S. senator 
for Kentucky. For years he was 
an elder in* the Presbyterian 
church and model man. 


Finley Bigger had only limited 


school privileges but was reared 
under circumstances, which stim 
ulated " intellectual 
growth. 


Years afterward, he studied law 
under Gov. Corwin and was ad- 
mitted to-the Bar in 1835 and li- 
censed to practice hi the Su- 
preme court of Ohio, 'in 1836 he 
came to Rushyille, which ' was 
his home until lie died., 


In 1853 he was appointed 


register 'of the United States. 
Treasury and held the position 
until 1861. In 1874i Gov. Hen- 
dricks appointed him a Com- 
missioner of the House of Re- 
fuge at Plainfield. He was con- 
nected with newspaper work for 
years and wrote riiany articles 
for the home papers, that were 
copied by Eastern papprs. He 
was one of the most accurate 
mathematicians ever resident in 
Rushville. 


He was married to Miss Nancy 


Wilson March 6, 1827 at Warren 
county, Ohio. A daughter of 
Finley Bigger, married Dr. Wm. 
A. Pugh and Mrs. A. G. Haydon 
and Mrs. Carl Beher of this 
place, are granddaughters. 


James 
Whitcomb was our 


eighth governoi-. He was born 
near Windsor, Vt., December i, 
1795, later coming with the fam- 
ily to Ohio where he grew up 
to manhood, on a farm near 
Cincinnati. Financially unable tp 
buy, he borrowed books, when 
ppssible and 
attended 
short 


terms of common schpqls, but 
fitted himself for college and en- 
tered 
Transylvania 
university 


from which he graduated. He 
studied law and was admitted tp 
the Fayette county,' Kentucky 
bar in 1822 coming to Indiana 
two years later he settled at 
Bloomington 'where his reputa- 
tion as a lawyer led to his ap- 
pointment as prosecuting attor- 
ney. Elected to the state senate 
in 1830 and again in 1833 and 
was 
an 
influential member 


thereof. In 1836, he was appoint- 
ed commissioner of the land of- 
fice and took him to Washing- 
ton. Here he took up the study 
of French and Spanish, to bet- 
ter understand old land grants. 
He came back to Indiana in 1841 
and located at Terre Haute. In 
1843 he was elected governor, 
defeating Samuel Bigger and 
three years later defeated _Jos- 
eph G. Marshall, a Whig—being 
.the first democratic gpvernpr 
elected pn the organization of 
that party. Prior to that, we had 
Republican and Federalist, fol- 
lowed by Democratic and Whig. 
He made possible the sale of the 
Wabash and Erie Canal bonds at 
a low rate of interest. These 
bonds were issued pursuant to 
an act of the General Assembly, 
January 19, 1847, but were by 
an amendment to the Cpnstitur 
tiqn, adopted Feb. 18, 1873, de- 
clared void, as tp the state. Du 
ing his term came the Mexican 
.war and under his direction'five 
regiments pf Indian^ soldiers 
were mustered intp' the U. S. 
service. A quarrel with the se; 
ate over the appointment of Su- 
preme court judges, in 1845, 
cause.d the senate to refuse con- 
firmation of his apppintments. 
After the senate adjourned he 
then appointed Sainuel E. Per- 
kins and Thomas L. -Smith as 
such judges. Gov. Whitcomb was 
active in Masonry and was the 
first man knighted in Indiana, 
May 20, 1848. . Raper comman- 
dery was organized in his home, 
where fqr some time meetings 
were held- Being elected tp the 
U. S. senate in 1848, he resigned 
as governorv and' Paris C. Dun- 
ning took his place. A physica]l 
breakdown soon overtook- him 
and he died in New York Oct. 4, 
1.852 and- was buried at Indian- 
apolis. 
:, 


Paris G. Dunning; was born 


near Greensboro, N. C.,. March 
15, 1806 'and there received a 
good education. In 1823 the fam- 
ily ifioved. to Bloomington whpre 
he studied, law in the .office of 
Gov". Janjes Whitcomb/ and. was 
licensed tp practice. • iii 1833^ 
While quite ypung lie -became an 
active politician'-arid was elected 
representative, dn 1833, and 


ryed three terms'in the lower 


house anpt in 1J}36 was ejected tq 
the. State senate, from -Monroe 
and Brown counties In 1846 he 
was elected Lt Gov on the ticket 
with Whitcgmb, and served as 
actjng governor", during 1JS48;9. 


In 1858 he declined a nomina- 


tion for Congress *He was a dele- 
gate to the Charleston conven- 
tion in 1860 and stood for Doug- 
las, and whenv" the ponyention 
broke up and re-assembjed at 
Baltimore, he voted for Douglas, 


until;his nomination^ 
' "• 


" When the'Civol war came, he 
was for the Union, and stumped 
ihe ystate for volunteers. He 
served as state senator during 
1863-4 and was' president of that 
:body. He retired tq private life 
when .his term expired and was 
the only man hi Indiana, whp 
held .the office'of Governor, Lt. 
Cjbv., president ; prptem pf the 
senate, senator and member of 
the house. He'died at'Blppmirig- 
to'n, a few days after rjeceiyirig a 
stroke of paralysis, while attend- 
ing a trial, in the court room, 
May 9, 1884 and was'buried 
there May 11,1884. 


Joseph A. Wright was 'our 


tenth gpvernpr. He was bprn at 
Washington, Pa., Apr|l 17/ 1810 
an'd while young his parents 
moved tp Bloomington, Ind. His 
father was too poor 'to give him 
an education, but by his own ef- 
forts, he qualified himself for 
entrance into the State univer- 
stjy, and supported himself, by 
working in a brickyard. At twen- 
ty years ^of age and after two 
years of college, he was admit- 
ted to the bar at Rockvillei Ind. 


At twenty three, he was elect- 


ed to the State legislature, to the 
lower house, and in 1839" served 
a term in the state senate. He 
served hi congress from 1843 to 
1845, when defeated by Edward 
D. McGaughey. A ready, forceful 
speaker 
and 
excellent cam- 


paigner, he had been a Demo- 
crat until he joined the Union 
party to -I860. He .was elected 
governor 
in 1849, defeating 


John A. Watson and was re- 
elected in 1852 by defeating Ni- 
cholas McCarty. His adminis- 
trations were - epochal. Under 
them the Charter for the Bank 
of Indiana, was chartered and 
the state board of Agriculture 
was organized. He took anac- 
tive part in the Constitutional 
Convention of 1851. He contri- 
buted a stone to the Washington 
'Monumental Association, upon 
which was cut, "Indiana kiiqws 
no East, no West, no North, no' 


South, nothing but the Union." 
That stone'Is now a part pf jthe 
Washington 
monument 
at 


Washington, D. C. Iri .1857 he 
was appointed minister to Prus-r 
sia arid served four years. 


Af certhe Expulsion qf Jesse D. 


Bright, from the U. S. Senate, 
Gov. Morton (apting governor) 
appointed Wright to the vacan- 
cy, disregarding politics, to avoid 
a worse condition. Lincoln sent 
Wright to the Hamburg Exposi- 
tion, as Commissioner in 1863. In 
1865 President Johnson "sent him, 
as 'minister to Prussia, where he 
served until his'death on May 11, 
1867. ~He was buried in Green- 
wood Cemetery, Brooklyn, New; 
York. 


Governor Wright, the Wright 


family of Center township and 
the Wright brothers, inventors 
of the flying machine, all trace 
then- ancestry to an English 
family who came tp this coun- 
try before the Revolution. 


Small wonder, that Indiana is 


pn the map, as trip best bloods, 
bf the best people, of the best 
nations' of the earth, may here 
be found and Rush county popu- 
lation is far from being the least 
known in Indiana. One gover- 
nor, two Lt. governors, one Reg- 
ister of the Treasury, one for- 
eign Consul at Paris, one native 
Congressman, one Admiral pf 
the Navy, the only General pf 
his rank, killed in the Civil war, 
in the Unpin army, not to men- 


tion the thousands of
